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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument that the rejection of claim 
1 under 35 USC 103(a) has not established a prima facie case of obviousness with regard to the limitation "a vertical height of the buried 
tapered waveguide at the larger end and at a smaller end opposite the larger end are substantially similar" and applicant further argues 
that there is no motivation to modify Jeon's reference with the teaching of Yamamoto. The examiner disagrees. Clearly stated on page 5 
of the office action with 'The motivation" underlined and bolded, the statement clearly explains that when less stringent mode field 
conversion is required, one having ordinary skill in the art would recognize not to apply the mask (53) for maintaining the substantially 
similar height through out the buried waveguide. The examiner would like to point out that the mode field cross section has two 
dimensions, the width and the height. If one was to couple two waveguides having the same height, then there is no need to taper the 
height of the coupler. Furthermore, the Specification does not teach the criticality of the substantially similar height of applicant's 
invention. The examiner invites the applicant to establish unexpected results by maintaining the substantially same height in the buried 
waveguide to overcome the examiner's contention of this obvious design choice..
